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YELLOW CAB WINS 
IN P. S. C. RULING 



May Place Call Boxes Here if 

Local Boards Give 

Approval. 



REFUSAL IS PREDICTED 



The Yellow Cab Company of Phila- 
delphia won a victory over the inde- 
pendent taxicab operators of the Main 
Line and of the Delaware and Mont- 
gomery county suburbs in general last 
week when the Public Service Com- 
mission renewed its certificate of pub- 
lic convenience for operation in Phila- 
delphia and vicinity and made an in- 
terpretation of the word "vicinity" 
which will allow the Yellow to give 
additional service in this territory. 

The renewal was made for the regu- 
lar period of two years and was grant- 
ed on July 13, over a month after the 
temporary extension given last year 
had expired. 

When the Yellow made application 
for renewal of its certificate nearly two 
months ago it asked that an interpre- 
tation be made of the word "vicinity," 
which would enable it to establish tele- 
phone call boxes in Lower Merion, 
Narberth and other Main Line sections 
and give individual service in these dis- 
tricts. This was asking an extension 
of the ruling made last year which al- 
lowed the Yellow to deliver passengers 
to destinations in the suburbs, but 
which did not permit it to establish call 
boxes here for relaying messages to 
drivers to pick up "fares" on their way 
in to town. 

The whole argument of the Yellow 
company for permission to extend its 
service was fought by local cab men 
who declared that they were supplying 
adequate service to this territory. Prac- 
tically all independents of the Main 
Line were represented by counsel at 
the hearing before the Public Service 
Commission, and they were backed in 
their fight by representatives of the 
Lower Merion Township Commission 
and the Narberth Borough Council. 

In giving its ruling last week, the 
commission declared that there was a 
growing need for additional cab service 
in the suburban region which is a part 
of Philadelphia metropolitan district 
and declared that the Yellow Cab 
might give such, provided that it did 
not interfere with the sectional service 
already being given by local operators. 
..JEUisv-itis explained, means that the 
Yellow may deliver passengers to the 
Main Line, and may stop here to pick 
up "fares" into town, but may^not ren- 
der strictly local service. The only 
time when local service is permissable 
is when any of the district hack stands 
are given up by the present operators 
and the Yellow secures permission for 
a local franchise. 

In furtherance of its ruling allowing 
the Yellow to give more service here, 
the Public Service Commission stated 
that the company may establish tele- 
phone call boxes for its drivers in the 
suburbs IF granted permission by the 
municipal governments. 

The "if" part of this ruling provides 
the only real weapon that local inde- 
pendents have to fight what they re- 
gard as the entering wedge of the Yel- 
low service in their districts. Both the 
Lower Merion Township Commission 
and the Narberth Borough Council 
have expressed opposition to the Yel- 
low company operating here and un- 
less their attitudes have changed radi- 
cally it is likely that the Mitten cabs 
will be refused permission by these two 
bodies to establish call boxes in Nar- 
berth and Lower Merion. A check-up 
with both Lower Merion township and 
Narberth borough officials revealed 
that no applications for establishment 
of boxes had been received so far.

In $2000 Bail for Court After Inquest. 
Piquet Thought Wiley . Hit-Runner. 

After an inquest last Thursday night 
at Ardmore police headquarters into 
the death' of Mrs. Florence Wiley, No. 
322 Iona avenue, Narberth, wife of a 
Lower Merion township policeman, 
who was killed in an automobile ac- 
cident at Haverford on July 12, the 
Coroner's jury recommended a fur- 
ther investigation be made by the 
Grand Jury. 

As a result Emil Piquet, another 
Lower Merion policeman and driver 
of the car which caused the death of 
Mrs. Wiley, was given a hearing be- 
fore Magistrate Stillwagon and held 
for Court. The Court set his bail this 
week at $2000. 

Mrs. Wiley was speeding to the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital with her 4-year- 
old son after he had been injured by 
an automobile. The car was driven 
by her husband, Leon A. Wiley. She 
was instantly killed when an automo- 
bile operated by Piquet sidewiped and 
overturned the one in which Mrs. 
Wiley was riding. 

Piquet testified at the Coroners in- 
quest that he thought Wiley was a 
"hit-and-run motorist," and was pur- 
suing him. As Wiley was blowing his 
police whistle and another boy was 
standing on the running board blowing 
the horn, the Coroner's jury decided 
Piquet did not use good judgment and 
should have known the other car was 
on an errand of mercy. 

Pending the outcome of the Grand 
Jury's investigation Officer Piquet has 
been suspended from the force.

Nearly a hundred interested property 
owners thronged Elm Hall Tuesday 
night to hear arguments for and against 
a change in zoning of Xarberth's side 
of Montgomery pike, between Nar- 
berth and Haverford avenues. Plenty 
of words featured the meeting, which 
wars called expressly lor the purpose of 
hearing an appeal of Mary A. Fleming 
for the erection of an automobile serv- 
ice station at the corner of Mont- 
gomery avenue and Haverford road. 

Although P. B. Krout, W. D. R. 
Evans and Walter I. Dothard, mem- 
bers of the Narberth Board of Zoning 
Adjustment, considered arguments 
with reference only to the Fleming ap- 
peal, they permitted interested prop- 
erty-owners to extend their talks to 
include the entire question covered by 
a petition of :J0 property owners which 
was presented last Monday to Council 
at its July meeting. 

Local advocates of a change of clas- 
sification included Patrick J. Duffy, 
proprietor of a service station at Brook- 
luirst near Montgomery avenue, and 
C. L. Parke, proprietor of the well- 
known "Billiard Parlor" on Narberth 
avenue near Haverford avenue. 

Objection to any change of zoning 
classification . was voiced by Chris 
Koch, president of the Narberth Board 
of Trade, who read the following 
statement signed by members of the 
association: 

"At a special meeting of the Nar- 
berth Board of Trade held July 18 the 
following resolution was adopted: 

"Resolved that no necessity exists 
for the extension of the business zone 
in Narberth and that the Narberth 
Board of Trade petition your Honor- 
able Board and the Borough Council 
to refuse to open or change the zoii' 
ing ordinance at this time." 

Merchants Protest. 

The Board of Trade contends that 
the Zoning Ordinance as originally 
passed gave everyone ample oppor- 
tunity to demand necessary changes, 
but that the 30 Montgomery pike resi- 
dents made no objection at that time. 
For the pike section to be opened up 
for business now, it is asserted, would 
mean an increase in property values 
alone the pike, and a certain decrease 
in values of property on Haverford 
avenue in the heart of Narberth already 
zoned as business. And, the merchants 
hold, it would be unfair for special ex- 
ceptions to be made now to benefit in- 
dividuals at the expense of the entire 
business district. 

A representative of Hirst Mc- 
Mullin, Philadelphia real estate firm, 
stated that property values would rise 
approximately 100 per cent, following 
change from a residential to a business 
classification. A property now listed 
at $30,000 could be sold for $60,000, he 
contended, if a change were made in 
zoning. He spoke in favor of Mrs. 
Fleming's petition, and of the petition 
of the 30 property owners as well. 

"Eventually. Montgomery pike will 
be lined with places of business," he 
declared.

sible for Narberth's portion to be like 
the rest of the pike? It is possible to 
build stores anywhere , along the pike 
between here and City Line. There 
are no restrictions east of here." 

Former Senator Fletcher W. Stites 
took exception to this statement, and 
cross-examined the realtor. "Did you 
say there are no restrictions on prop- 
erties east of Narberth on Montgomery 
avenue?" he queried. 

"There won't be," replied the realtor. 

"Then it is not possible to build 
stores east of here on the pike?" pur- 
sued Attorney Stites. 

"No," came the admission. 

Friends' Meeting Objects. 

Opposition to Mrs. Fleming's 
posed gasoline service ' station 
voiced by W. Russell Green, 
Woodbine avenue, and Robert J. Ed 
gar, East Montgomery avenue, who 
also objected to the entire proposed 
change in zoning. Mr. Green's specific 
objection to Mrs. Fleming's petition 
was that the proposed service station 
would be directly across the pike from 
a Sunday school which the Friend' 
Meeting plans to build on the north 
side of the pike, between the General 
Wayne Inn and the nearby stone 
house. 

The statement that a service station 
is the logical successor to the black- 
smith shop was advanced by Attorney 
T. Lane Bean, of Norristown, repre- 
senting Mrs. Fleming. The zoning 
ordinance permits the continuation of 
a business in a property newly zoned 
as residential, provided no change in 
the nature of the business building is 
made. Mr. Bean's argument was that 
just as the automobile has taken the 
place of the horse, so should the auto- 
mobile service station be regarded as 
a continuation of the blacksmith's oc- 
cupation. 

In the course of his speech, Mr. 
Bean attacked the Friends' Meeting, 
the General Wayne Inn, the Board of 
Trade, etc., etc. His efforts were re- 
ceived with polite interest by the audi- 
ence. 

Decide Case Soon. 

The Adjustment Board will prob- 
ably hold a special meeting the middle 
of next week, when it will make a 
decision on the Fleming appeal, in 
order to inform Council of its action 
before Council's August meeting. Its 
decision will probably take into con- 
sideration the fact that the Lower Mer- 
ion Adjustment Board, at its May 20 
meeting, refused Walter Bassett Smith 
permission to construct business build-

MUST KEEP OFF WALKS 

Drastically regulating the use of bi- 
cycles within the borough of Narberth, 
Council passed on final reading on the 
seventeenth an ordinance signed by the 
Burgess on the twenty-first, which pro- 
hibits riding bicycles on the sidewalks, 
and makes 10 miles per hour the maxi- 
mum speed of the dangerous vehicles. 
Severe penalties are provided in case 
of violation of the borough law. Ordi- 
nance 65 follows: 

An ordinance regulating the use and 
running of bicycles within the borough. 
The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1. That from and after the 
passage of this ordinance it shall not be 
lawful for persons to ride bicycles on 
the sidewalks. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
persons to ride bicycles at a faster gait 
than ten (10) miles an hour, or to 
coast clown the steep graded roads 
within the borough. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
persons to ride bicycles after nightfall 
without a lighted lamp attached to the 
wheel in a conspicuous place, throwing 
light ahead of the rider. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to ride a bicycle without an 
alarm bell attached, which must be 
rung at intersections of cross streets. 
Riders are directed to keep to the right- 
hand side of the road. 

Section 5. The penalty for viola- 
tion of any of this ordinance shall 
be imposed upon the offender in the 
sum of five dollars ($5.00), one-half to 
be given to the informer and the other 
half to the borough. 

Section 0. All ordinances, or parts 
of ordinances previously, enacted which 
are in conflict with the provisions of 
this ordinance be, and they are hereby 
repealed.

Lower Merion will have a represen- 
tative on the county slate of the Repub 
lican organization which will be placed 
before the voters for nomination in the 
primary on September 20 and that 
representative will be William G. 
Hower, of Bryn Mawr. Mr. Hower 
will not be a candidate for county 
treasurer, the post for which he was 
originally groomed, but will run for 
recorder of deeds. 

This was the announcement made 
Thursday night at the meeting of the 
Republican Association of Lower 
Merion and Narberth at a dinner 
meeting held in the Casa Del Rey in 
Haverford. The meeting, labelled as 
one merely for the transaction of 
routine business when it was called 
a week ago, turned out to be a fairly 
portentous one for local followers of 
the county organization. 

Mr. Hower spoke, and told the stal- 
warts that, following conferences with 
Secretary of the Commonwealth 
Charles Johnson, the Montgomery 
county leader, he had decided to be- 
come a candidate for recorder of deeds. 
This office, it is pointed out, is as im- 
portant as that of county treasurer and 
in addition carries with it patronage 
in the form of the appointments of five 
assistants. 

The post is now held by Paul Sheed- 
er, Pottstown Republican leader, who 
lost grace with the Johnson organiza- 
tion last year when he espoused the 
cause of Vare for Senator. Sheeder 
has announced his intention of retir- 
ing and no other outstanding candidate 
lias put in a bid for the position in op- 
position to the Lower Merion candi- 
date. 

The switch-over of Mr. Hower from 
the county treasurership to a candi- 
dacy for recorder of the deeds was 
made in the interests of harmony, it 
was explained. At the last meeting of 



the Lower Merion and Narberth Re- 
publican Association, Mr. Hower was 
endorsed for treasurer, but this post is 
also desired by Sheriff William H. 
Fox, who is prohibited by law from 
succeeding himself in his present of- 
fice. To enable the organization to 
take care of both, the change was 
broached. 

Leader Johnson, it was said, has 
promised Hower support for recorder 
of deeds and at its meiting last night 
the Republican association went on of- 
ficial record likewise.

The summer season shows a slight 
let-down in the publication of new 
books, hence there are not many to 
list for the month of June and July.

So it seems to combine 
her youthful aspirations with her ma- 
ture ideals. 

The prelude to the story is a most 
beautiful picture of a little girl and her 
feelings on the birth of a new sister. 
. It is charmingly written and shows the 
intensity of her love for the baby. The 
story itself concerns these two sisters 
and their experiences with men. It 
is a strong protest against the in- 
equality of sex standards and a plea 
for the rights of women. As the char- 
acters live in South Africa, the points 
of view of the different races must be 
"considered. In few books of today is 
such love of children portrayed.
